But because of that are they to 
be denied a spiritual uplift, a 
heart-to-heart talk with a chap- 
lain? Are they to enter prison 
•najls with nothing in their hearts 
but resentment to society? Is 
there no hope for them?

Let us touch on a Lee county ex- 


perience. This is a story of a youth 
who met an unfortunate death re 
eently. She was on probation for a 
previous minor escapade. Her regu- 
lar reports to the state's attorney 
demonstrated quite clearly what 
happens when society places a girl 
or boy on the "unwanted" list. 


Her only deviation from the rules 


was some beer drinking at an early 
age. (Want to name a few of those 
yourself?) 
Her 
appearance 
in 


court had unfortunate results. Her 
probation reports indicate that her 
circle of fnends in the high school 
set dwindled sharply. Sh« found 
acceptance only in a small group 
She became resentful of parental 
wishes and discipline. 


The coroner's report, delivered a 


short time ago, said that she died 
from leaping or falling from a mov- 
ing automobile after a beer-drink- 
ing episode.

It must be emphasized that no 


blame was established for her 
death. But it must be remem- 
bered that before Miss X tum- 
bled from that auto she had 
tumbled }n the estimate of her 
schoolmates. Bj her own admis- 
sion, whether it was imaginary 
or real, she was in the "unwant- 
ed" class among her classmates. 
Society had put the "squeeze" 
on her.

We draw the parallel between 


iMiss X and some of the youths sit- 
ting in our jail At 18 or 19, they've 
had it—the "squeeze." With a 
whole life ahead of them, their 
"social" contacts will be nar- 
rowed to law enforcement officials, 
prison guaids, judges, and — per- 
haps — a pnson chaplain. 


This is no indictment of our 


local clergy. Most of them inter- 
cede for their church members 
when the latter become embroiled 
with the law. 


But bow about those on the

Student self-government is an expanding and constructive phase of 


education m Dixon elementary schools, according to reports of student 
officers of the schools 


The experience gained in sessions of the student councils will aid 


today's students to be better citizens tomorrow. The students have 
described the functions of the councils in special reports for American 
Education week which began Sunday. 


"The purpose of the council," ac- 


coidmg to Mary Jane Nilsson, sec- 
retary of the South Central council, 
"is to give the pupils a part in set- 
ting up certain school policies, as 
well as to promote good citizen- 
ship; to be of service to our school 
and city whenever called upon, 
and to develop a feeling of friend- 
liness toward all." 


The councils of the four schools 


are similar in structure. They in- 
clude representatives from various 
grades who meet to discuss school 
problems. 


Miss Nilsson says. "Our greatest 


problems are in trying to get all 
pupils to want to practice safety at 
all times, and to 
rights of others."

president, Janet Rosbrook, says, 
"One of our most interesting pro- 
j'ects is our election campaign. All 
voters register two days ahead of 
election day. Regular polling booths 
are established. Campaign speeches 
are given in a general assembly by 
the person presenting a candidate 
and also by the candidate . . . Good 
sportsmanship is strictly observed; 
we never talk against the opposing 
candidate, just tell how good out- 
own is. '

school to serve the western 
portion of the district. 


In balloting Saturday a 5925 000 


bond issue to build the high school, 
purchase a site for the building 
and 
remodel 
three 
elemental y 


schools was approved 1036 \otes 
to 860, a majority of 171 votes. The 
high school will be located in the 
country to serve pupils from the 
Ashton, Franklin Grove and Lee 
Center areas. 


The election was the fourth in 


about 13 months involving the 
"open-country" type of school. The 
voters rejected the propositions in 
September and December, 1953, 
and Apnl, 1954

In Saturday's vote 
onlv . one 


ptoposition was turned down by 
those casting ballots. It was the 
proposal to build the high school 
on th« Peter A. Kelly farm, south 
of Ashton. Kelly's widow publicly 
opposed the sale of the land from 
her husband's estate. 


The district board of education 


will meet Thursday night m Ash- 
ton in an effort to choose a new- 
site. Supt. Earl Horn said a 20- 
acre area is needed for the school. 


Another election will be neces- 


sary for the voters to appiove an 
alternate site. Horn said it might 
be possible to hold that vote in 
about one month. 


The proposed high school will 


house about 300 students, and is 
expected to include provisions for 
shop 
classes, 
home economics 


rooms and a gymnasium. Horn 
said it will be a one-story struc- 
ture. Preliminary plans have been 
drawn, and with the approval of 
the bond issue, the architect will 
make detailed plans. 


Separate School 


Under present planning the high 


school in Pawpaw will continue in 
operation. The bond issue includes 
funds for building an addition to 
the Pawpaw school and remodel- 
ing Schools in Lee Center and Ash- 
ton also will be remodeled and irn- 
pioved.

years since Christopher Columbus 
discovered America, and atill 
there is no great national monu- 
ment to him.

who pioneered in freeing1 women 
by appearing in public wearing 
)loomers. 


Nor has anyone stepped forward 
o raise funds to put a plaque on 
he birthplace of the man who 
brought women an even greater 
prominence by inventing "falsies." 


It's Sad 


It's all kind of sad. For a young 


jeople who are fast growing mid- 
dle-aged we are mighty forgetful. 
Our storied past is crowded with 
colorful, fabulous figures, but we 
do little to keep alive the atmos- 
phere of the times they lived in. 


We pull down their homes to 


make office Buildings. We raze the 
schools they attended to make a 
parking lot. Nothing is left of our 
leroes and rapscallions but a print- 
ed memory. 


In Europe it's the other way 


around. A tourist can't walk 50 
steps in any direction without 
bumping into a historic landmark 
—a cathedral where kings were 
crowned, an alleyway unchanged 
since Jack the Ripper lui'ked there. 


Some Improvement 


There has been some improve- 


ment in this country in recent 
years. But we are still pretty well 
limited to Civil War battlefields, 
statues of half-forgotten generals 
and politicians that serve chiefly 
as flight decks for pigeons, and 
guest houses with signs bragging 
that "Washington slept here." 


Ask the average guy to name 


five famous American historical 
monuments. He'd probably name 
the Statue of Liberty, the Washing- 
ton Monument, the Lincoln and 
Jefferson Memorials. Then he'd be 
stumped—unless you let him in- 
clude Mae West or Sophie Tucker. 


In this matter of keeping the 


flavor of the past alive, we have 
:o take a back seat to our British 
cousins. 


Preserve Pubs 


The British not only preserve 


Westminster Abbey and their 
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cathedral. The government also 
protects against change or de- 
struction of 5,000 pubs, including 
one in which the first Queen Eliza- 
beth quaffed nutbrown ale and an- 
other in which Henry V took a 
farewell nip before hopping the 
channel ferry to France and the 
Battle of Agincourt. 


Americans are loathe to make 


monuments of their saloons, even 
though some of modern society's 
bluest blood has been shed in them 
in recent years, and despite the 
fact George Washington made his 
farewell address to his officers in 
a tavern. But, after all these 
years, doesn't the distillery that 
fueled Gen. U. S. Grant perhaps 
deserve a memorial marker? Any 
Southerner will confirm that it was 
only bottle courage that gave 
Grant the nerve to take on the 
peerless Robert E. Lee.

Brass Looking 
For H-Bomb 
Proof Shelter 


WASHINGTON (3ft — The mili- 


tary, with an eye on the hydrogen 
bomb, is taking another look at 
plans for alternate emergency 
command posts if the capital faces 
iar attack. 


Questions have been raised, it 


was learned today, over the wis- 
dom of concentrating the military 
high command at a single location, 
such as the man-made cavern in 
western Maryland. 


While that underground installa- 


tion would be used for its original 
purpose of a central emergency 
communications center, it might 
not become the temporary head- 
quarters for the entire Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and military commands of 
the three major services—an alter- 
nate Pentagon. 


Instead, consideration has veer- 


ed lately toward a dispersal of the 
headquarters of the several armed 
forces to separate points outside 
the capital area. Initial thinking 
was toward use of established mili- 
tary centers, such as Ft. Belvoir, 
Va., 
about 15 miles south of the 


District of Columbia; Ft. Meade, 
Md., about 20 miles east; and Nor- 
folk, Va., 150 air miles to the south. 


But a re-evaluation of the poten- 


tialities of the hydrogen bomb, 
made after the giant test explosion 
at the Marshall Islands proving 
ground last spring, apparently haa 
brought new ideas about the blast 
destruction. Estimates of the zone 
of major damage from H-bomb 
blast effect alone run as much as 
150 miles from the point of detona- 
tion. 


While the underground installa- 


tion at Ft. Ritchie, about 70 miles 
northwest of Washington in Freder- 
ick County, Md., presumably would 
escape the blast of a bomb ex- 
ploded over the capital, it could 
be vulnerable ot one dropped with 
the purpose of "cratering out" the 
subterranean installation.

strong, the perpetual motion man 
whd won three world titles in the 
1930s with this stock - in-trade: 
never step back, punch, punch, 
»r,d forget the fancy footwork. 


The Wisconsin Republican has 


reached a point where he may- 
have to change his style or wind 
up flat on his political back. 


Can He Change? 


It was his style that got him 


Into trouble. His problem is. Can 
he change it? 


He made his reputation as a 


Communist hunter.^He was a com- 
parative unknown, outside Wiscon- 
sin, for the first four years after 
his election to the Senate in 1946. 


When he hit on the theme of 


Reds-ing-overnment in 1950. he be- 
gan to slug his way out of oblivion. 


He kept his name in the head- 


lines, by attack, attack, attack. 
Armstrong didn't hack-pedal when 
the going got rough. He just belted 
the other guy. It was how he be- 
came king of the featherweights, 
lightweights and welterweights. 


McCarthy became a national fig- 


ure the same way. Trying to cor- 
ner him didn't slow-him up. He 
kept moving 
in, belting 
away, 


throwing charges from all direc- 
tions. 


As it turned out. he was a little 


too rough for his own good. The 
Senate, four years after he had 
become a sensational figure, de- 
cided it was time tn sec whether 
he needed a dressing down. 


He himself -predicts he will be 


censured by the Senate, returning 
today to consider charges that his 
conduct toward others, including 
senators, was contemptuous and 
unfitting a senator. 


McCarthy refers to what lies in 


store for him as "lynching bee." 
which, all by itself, might be con- 
sidered contemptuous of the Sen-

But it's typical McCarthy. Here 


he is, in the worst jam of his life, 
belting at a majority of the Senate 
even though he knows the verdict 
of that majority may in the end 
mean the ruin of his political life. 


To be censured is. in a sense, to 


be discredited. It is the same as 
calling a foul on a fighter. It would 
mean his fellows thought he didn't 
meet the standards of what a sen- 
ator should be. 


Worst Verdict 


Next to throwing him out alto- 


gether, a vote of censure is the 
worst 
verdict the Senate 
could 


render against him. Throwing him 
out doesn't seem in the cards. 


McCarthy could still vote, if cen- 


sured. He wouldn't lose his seat, 
at least before the 195S elections 
when his second term ends. 


Another man. censured, might be 


FO humiliated he'd turn meek for- 
ever. That's hardly in McCarthy's 
nature. He's naturally too aggres- 
sive to take a setback as perma- 
nent.

Spanking a Betl-Wetling 
Child Makes Matters Worse 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Judging by correspondence there 


does not seem to be the slightest 
doubt that bed-wetting or enuresis 
continuing beyond the time when 
bladder control is normally ac- 
quired in youngsters is a matter 
of deep concern. 


In many cases enuresis is close- 


ly related to nervous and emotion- 
al factors and severe discipline 
such as spanking is therefore the 
worst possible kind of manage- 
ment since it will only make mat- 
ters worse. 


A GOOD MANY methods have 


been suggested and seem to be 
useful. It is frequently 
recom- 


mended that fluids be cut down as 
much as possible after three or 
four o'clock in the afternoon. Good 
results have sometimes been ob- 
tained by waking the youngster- at 
definite periods during the night in 
order to urinate, but t^his is ofjen 
hard on the parents. 


When control over the urine 


during sleep is not obtained by the 
time a child is one and a half 
years old. or when bed-wetting 
occurs after being; absent for sev- 
eral years, there is a great deal of 
emotional distress not only in the 
youngster but in the parents. Par- 
ents not only resent the trouble 
caused by bed-wetting, but are sen- 
sitive to the fact that their child 
does not seem on a par with others 
of the same age. 


WHEX EMKESIS continues be- 


yond the age at which it should 


disappear, it is probably because 
of one or more of three psycholog- 
ical conditions in the child. The 
first is that the child has not yet 
grown up with reference to control 
of the bladder. The second is that 
subconsciously the child wishes to 
remain in, or return to, the pro- 
tected irresponsible state of infan- 
cy rather than to assume the nor- 
mal difficulties of his age. Finally, 
there may be a -subconscious re- 
sentment against the parents in 
which bed-wetting becomes a way 
of getting even with them because 
of too much criticism. 


NOT LONG AGO a further sug- 


gestion had been made that when 
other methods fail the child should 
slep on a specially designed pad 
which gives off an alarm when it 
becomes wet and wakes the young- 
ster. This method requires good 
parental cooperation and should 
not be used indiscriminately. But 
when employed under the direction 
of a physician and with full under- 
standing it appears to bnmg about 
many good results. 


One authority has suggested that 


parents be given the following ad- 
vice: A child should not be accused 
of enuresis until he is well past the 
age when he could normally be ex- 
pected to control this function. In 
other words, not all children de- 
velop bladder control at an equal 
rate of speed any more than they 
do other functions.

MANILA '.fl — Typhoon Ruby 


sliced through the northern half 
of the main Philippine Island of 
Luzon tonight after its 120-mile-an- 
hour winds left thousands homeless 
in the island's southeastern sec- 
tions, the Weather Bureau re- 
ported. 


Contradicting earlier predictions, 


the late-season tropical storm by- 
passed Manila after lashing through 
Catanduanes 
Island, 
some 200 


miles southeast of here. 


Winds of up to 155 miles an 


hour reportedly smashed innum- 
erable flimsy homes of southeast 
Luzon, leaving thousands homeless, 
and devastated large tracts of 
farmland. There were no official 
reports of deaths so far.

3+ million in Tuesday's election 
with the usual big assist from the 
South. 


Excluding Democratic Dixie, the 


party division reflects more clearly 
the dramatic tightness of the strug- 
gle for control of Congress—a 
struggle in which a shift of a few 
thousand votes either way in key 
spots could have swung it to the 
GOP or given the Democrats more 
solid majorities in Senate and 
House. 


For the Democrats rolled up 


only about 371.000 more votes than 
the Republicans outside the South. 


That's on the basis of incomplete 


unofficial returns compiled by The 
Associated Press. 


They show that: 
Nationally, the Democrats har- 


vested 21.849.811 votes, the Repub- 
licans 20,099.328 for a total of 41,- 
949.139 and a Democratic edge of 
1,750.483. 


Outside the South, the Democrats 


drew 19.823.519 votes, the Repub- 
licans 19,451.674—a difference of 
370.845 ni a total of 39.276,193.

The figure of 42 million plus for 


1954 is built up from the highest 
votes cast in the individual states. 
In some states it was for gover- 
nor. In others it was for senator 
or House members. In Georgia and 
Louisiana it was on constitutional 
amendments involving school seg- 
regation. The total also omits votes 
for minor party candidates.
